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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

A. The drawings are objected to due to the following: 

- Figures 4-6 and 8 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art — 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

- Items 700-722 in Fig. 7 should be appropriately labeled, see on page 1 1, lines 
30-page 12, lines 1-13 of the specification. 

- The claimed steps of "transmitting an identification data of convergence 
protocol packets lost on the link layer" and "updating a counter value" as recited in claim 1 
should be included in Fig. 7. Note that the drawings must show every feature of the invention 
specified in the claims. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed fi-om the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. The prior art alone or in combination fail to teach or make 
obvious on the following when considered in combination with other limitations in the claim: 
Claims 1 and 9: transmitting an identification data of convergence protocol packets lost on 
the link layer to a recipient in response to the link layer being incapable of securing a reliable 
transmission of the convergence protocol packets and updating a counter value of the recipient to 
correspond to a counter of the transmitter such that the lost convergence protocol packets are 
taken into account in the counter value.
